changing, fashions are changing. We never know from 
one year to another whether the clothes we buy will 
be in style for the next season or not. 

Not only are customs, fashions, and times changing, 
but people also are changing. Yet in this troublesome, 
changing world it is good to know there is still One 
who never changes. He is none other than the Lord 
Jesus Christ. In this message I wish to speak to you on 
the wonderful subject, “The Unchanging Christ.” We 
hear a lot today about what Christ has done in the 
past and very little of what He is doing now, today, the 
day in which you and I are now living. 

The Bible tells us, “... Faith cometh by hearing, 
and hearing by the word of God.” (Romans 10: 
17) Faith for salvation for the soul comes by hearing 
that Jesus, “...bare our sins in his own body on 
the tree ... (1 Peter 2:24). This is also true with 
the healing for our bodies. Physical healing comes 
by hearing that; “. . . Himself (Jesus) took our in- 
firmities, and bare our sicknesses.” (Matthew 8:17). 
The mission of Jesus to the earth was to bring full 
deliverance unto mankind for both soul and body. 
If you will observe the ministry of Christ, you will 
find it was a ministry of complete deliverance from 
the bondage of sin, sickness, and disease. 

The Lord, in His first public discourse at Nazareth, 
went into the synagogue on the Sabbath day, and 
here is the message He gave: 


“The Spirit of the Lord is upon me, because 
he hath anointed me to preach the gospel to 
the poor; he hath sent me to heal the broken 
hearted, to preach deliverance to the captives, 
and recovering of sight to the blind, to set at 
liberty them that are bruised (Luke 4:18). 


In the great commission, just before He ascended 
to the Father, Jesus told the disciples, “. . . Go ye 
into all the world, and preach the gospel to every 
creature” (Mark 16:15). 

The gospel declares the good news that Jesus, 
through His suffering, brought full deliverance to 
mankind. No doubt that was what Paul had in mind

as he wrote to the church at Rome. He cries out in 
Romans 1:16, “...I am not ashamed of the gospel 
of Christ; for it is the power of God unto salvation 
to everyone that believeth; ...” The word salvation 
here means full deliverance by the power of God— 
deliverance from sin, sickness, failure, and every 
other known shackle binding mankind in this life. 

The. gospel is the same today as ever. It will bring 
deliverance to you if you will only believe. Jesus tells 
us, “...all things are possible to him that believeth” 
(Mark 9:23). Whatever your need is, won’t you look 
to Him that is able. Not only is He able, but He is 
willing to deliver you this very moment if you will 
only believe the gospel message that Jesus bore your 
sins and sicknesses in His own body on the cross. 
Thanks be unto Jesus that what He bore in His own 
body for us, we don’t have to bear in ours. David re- 
minds us not to forget the benefits of the Lord, ‘““Who 
forgiveth all thine iniquities; who healeth all thy 
diseases” (Psalm 103:3). Jesus said in John 14:14, 
“If ye shall ask anything in my name, I will do it.”. 

The word anything includes healing for both soul 
and body, and the word ye includes you. Someone 
will say, “Oh! but my condition is such a helpless 
one.” Well, just remember the Lord specializes in 
bringing deliverance to people that are in a helpless 
condition. Do you not remember the man in the 
Bible whose name was Bartimaeus who sat by the 
roadside begging? One day as he was sitting there 
in his helpless condition, he was told that Jesus of 
Nazareth was passing by. He began to cry out for 
help, and the Lord stopped and commanded that 
he be called. When Bartimaeus came and stood before 
Him, Jesus asked: “...What wilt thou that I should 
do unto thee? The blind man said unto him, Lord, 
that I might receive my sight. And Jesus said unto 
him, go thy way; thy faith hath made thee whole. 
And immediately he received his sight, and followed 
Jesus in the way” (Mark 10:51, 52). So forget about 
your helpless condition and look to Jesus, the One 
who wants to give you that which you need right 
now if you will only believe Him. 

Won’t you bow your head there where you are 
and tell Him what you need. He never refused one 
person who came to Him in faith believing while 
He was here upon the earth. The Bible tells us, 


“Jesus Christ the same yesterday, and today, and for- 
ever” (Hebrews 13:8). If He has never changed, then 
He will do for you what He has done for people in the 
past. It is wonderful to know this unchanging Christ, 
and as I bring this message to a close, I wish to give 
my own testimony of how the Lord gloriously healed 
me of the dreadful disease of asthma. 5 

I had had asthma ever since I could remember. 
When I was small my two brothers would take 
turns carrying me up and down a mountain where 
we lived so I could breathe better. As I grew older 
I grew worse until, finally, the doctor told my father 
he could do nothing for me and there was no use in 
taking his money because I was going to die anyway. 
I know the Lord was watching over me because I 
lived to be 23 years old before I gave my heart to God, 
and through these years I would have such bad spells 
of asthma that it seemed I would choke to death. 
When the Lord saved me and called me to preach His 
Word, He knew I could never preach the gospel with 
this dreadful disease. So, the Lord reached down with 
His great hand of power and wonderfully healed me. 
Until this day I have never had another touch of asth- 
ma. 

Beloved, what He has done for me, He will do for 
all of you if you will only have faith in Him. Why? 
Because Jesus Christ is the same yesterday, and today, 
and forever. 


An Unchanging Lord for a Changing World 
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WILL MEET YOU in the air,” were the last 
Yq words of Sister Pearl Stark as the train pulled 

out from the station at Cleveland, Tennessee, on 
the afternoon of October 21, 1958. She was on her 
way back to Angola—back to the land of her calling. 
There were tears on the cheeks of some who watched 
the train pull away but none on her face, for she 
was happy to be going back “home” to work for Jesus 
until He comes or calls for her. 

The dramatic scene at the General Assembly when 
the Missions Board announced their decision to let 
her return to Angola if funds could be raised was the 
direct result of her continued prayers. Never did any- 
one pray more earnestly or incessantly for a petition 
of the Lord than Sister Stark prayed for the work 
there. Night and day she waited upon the Lord be- 
lieving that He would hear and send relief to the 
Christians who were left without a leader or the 
privilege of gathering together for services. 

The Missions Board was given no opportunity to 
forget about the situation in Angola. It was always 
upon her mind and her lips. Seldom, if ever, did she 
meet a church official or a Board member that she 
did not speak about the needs of Angola. As a direct

result of this insistance on her part, Brother Horton 
was sent to Angola to find out about the possibilities 
of the work opening up again. His contacts paved 
the way for a ray of hope for that work. 

No money had been appropriated for Angola in the 
budget, so the appeal for funds came at the Assembly. 
You furnished the finance and she furnished the 
worker! Now she is on her way to Angola by way of 
Portugal, where she will have to stay until she can 
obtain a permit to reside permanently in Angola. This 
is not easily secured for they are not anxious to have 
missionaries enter their land. However, since God has 
led thus far, she expects Him to perform another 
“wonder” and let her return to Gabela, her last place 
of residence in Angola. 

Sister Stark is praying for the Lord to furnish a 
registered nurse for Angola. If you are qualified for 
that work, the Lord may choose you. If He does, do 
not resist the call, for the need is urgent. 

During the weeks or months that she waits in 
Portugal, Sister Stark will be busy studying the lan- 
guage. She already speaks Portugese, but she desires 
a better knowledge so that when she must speak with 
government officials she will not need to apologize 























PIONEER PASTORS 


SJ ABOVE TITLE is not an original one. I have 
observed its use by other church organizations, and 
it is a very descriptive title of a very good work. It 
appears to be a Biblical title applied to early Pentecostal 
preachers in the days of the Book of the Acts of the Apostles 
when describing their labors. 

Paul was evidently a pioneer preacher. In Acts 18:3, 4, 
“And because he was of the same craft, he abode with 
them, and wrought: for by their occupation they were tent- 
makers. And he reasoned in the synagogue every sabbath, and 
persuaded the Jews and the Greeks.” These two verses speak 
of Paul and of Aquila and Priscilla who labored with him, 
working at their craft and preaching in the synagogues to the 
Corinthians. Evidently, there was no support for the preacher, 
so he worked with his hands to provide a living while getting 
a new church organized. Paul, in 1 Corinthians 4:12 says, 
“And labour, working with our own hands.” Adam Clarke 
says of 1 Corinthians 4:12, “They were obliged to labor in 
order to supply themselves with the necessaries of life while 
preaching the gospel to others. This no doubt was the case 
in every place where no church had yet been formed. After- 
wards, the people of God supplied their ministers, according 
to their power, with food and raiment.” From these Biblical 
statements and others, added to what many Bible scholars be- 
lieve, it is implied that the early preachers went into a city, 
found a job, worked at it to support themselves and founded 
a new church. 


Paul was successful in his pioneer work in Corinth for 
among his converts, mentioned in Romans 16:5, are listed 
Epaenetus, and in 1 Corinthians 1:14-16, Crispus, Gaius and

the family of Stephanas. Acts 18:8 adds a list of many 
Corinthians. So a great church was founded by the pioneer 
pastor, the Apostle Paul, in the early church. 

I have just returned from the West where I have been 
attending a number of State Ministers’ Meetings. The need 
for churches is great and the overseers are burdened to begin 
new churches. In many places they have found people who 
want a Church of God in their cities or towns. The sad 
part, however, is there is a shortage of real God-called min- 
isters to send. The harvest is great, but the laborers are few.

They are working at a job to 
support their families and only preaching occasionally. Would 
you like to go to a place where the field is ripe and where 
you can preach to your heart’s desire?

You will help 
advance the Church of God in the West; and above all, you 
will have the approval of God on your life and the satis- 
faction of knowing that on the grand rewarding day your

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RICHMOND DALE, Ohio—In the 
fall of the year 1916, there came a 
man walking into the village of 
Richmond Dale. This was not a very 
unusual sight, for many people 
traveled by foot at this time; but 
there was something different 
about this man. Under his arm was 
a book, and upon its covers was 
written “Holy Bible.” 

After many obstacles were over- 
come, our Brother Haynes secured 
the use of the Richmond Dale town 
hall in which to hold services, and 
it was in this building that the 
Word of God went forth in a 
mighty way and people were saved, 
sanctified and filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and God placed His approval 
by healing the sick of incurable 
diseases. While the great blessing 
of God was being poured out in this 
service, in most meetings elsewhere

the people were being taught that 
this thing was of the devil and the 
name of “holy rollers” was soon 
used to describe this group of 
people. 

The first Church of God in Rich- 
mond Dale was organized with a 
charter membership of ten people. 
Their first church was a converted 
buggy and wagon shed. It doesn’t 
sound like much of a church, does 
it? I am sure, however, it was one 
of the finest church buildings the 
Church of God had at this time in 
Ohio, and God worked wonders as 
this building stood against all kinds 
of rocking and even arson at- 
tempts. To tell all the things that 
happened during the time the 
church remained in this building 
would require a book, but many 
great works were done by our great 
God and many things followed that 


were of the devil. The membership 
would rise to new heights and then 
sink to new lows, until at one time 
the only active membership was 
two adults. The church remained 
at this site for about 14 years. 

The following year the. church 
made several moves. The first move 
was to a tent in the center of Rich- 
mond Dale, where they had a won- 
derful meeting, until a wind storm 
destroyed the tent. From the tent 
they moved to an upstairs room 
nearby, and worshipped there until 
they were ordered out by the State 
Fire Marshall. From there they 
moved into an old log church about 
two miles from Richmond Dale. 
Although the building was too 
small to accommodate the crowds, 
the church remained there until a 
agp was opened in Richmond 

ale. 

They remained at the new loca- 
tion in the center of Richmond 
Dale from the winter of 1931 until 
the new church was built. The new 
church was started in October, just 
40 years after Brother Haynes came 
to Richmond Dale, and was com- 
pleted 20 months later. 

With very little money available, 
the new church was started with 
the purchase of a large lot for 
$800.00; and through the guidance 
of the great God in heaven, it was 
completed and all materials and 
labor paid for each month.

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ABRAHAM TO THE MIDDLE-EAST 
CRISIS, by G. Frederick Owen, Eerd- 
mans, cloth bound, illustrated, 429 
pages, $5.95 

“The white city of Ur lay shimmering 
under the dazzling rays of an oriental 
sun that shone from a cloudless sky. 
The land was languorous with tropical 
inertia. Sharp commands from the half- 
groggy taskmasters rang out on the dust- 
laden air, while ant-like armies of strong- 
armed brown and black slaves passed to 
and from heavily laden ships roped to 
the quay at the canal-head which 
connected the city with the nearby 
Euphrates River.” 

Thus begins one of the most fascinat- 
ing volumes of divine history to appear 
in our generation. It is an enlargement 
of ABRAHAM TO ALLENBY, publish- 
ed in 1939, which drew enthusiastic 
praise from Biblical and literary schol- 
ars alike. Its republication in this en- 
larged and up-to-date issue is a happy 
event. 

Oriental scholar Owen has painted an 
unforgettable panorama of Biblical his- 
tory, beginning with the call of Abraham 
and stretching through the centuries to 
the present Middle-East crisis. He care- 
fully traces the role of the Bible Lands 
in the course of human events and 
breathes life into those who, whether for 
good or ill, have touched their destinies. 
All the great Hebrew leaders are here— 
Moses, Joshua, Amos, Hezekiah, Elijah, 
John the Baptist, and all the other fa- 
miliar names of the Bible. Also in their 
proper perspective come the Maccabees, 
Darius, Alexander the Great, Julius Cae- 
sar, Mohammed, the Crusades, Napoleon, 
Lawrence of Arabia, General Edmund 
Allenby, and today’s David Ben-Gurion 
and Gemal Abdel Nasser. One might 
think that a writer who covers so much 
within the scope of one volume would 
necessarily stretch himself thin, but 
Owen has covered his field remarkably 
well. 

The history of Palestine is generally a 
patchwork pattern in the minds of most 
people today, familiar here and there, 
less so in another period, and a total 
blank in others. Perhaps the writer's 
achievements are most notable in the 
more obscure periods; but in his sections 
on the Maccabbean period, on the Cru- 
sades, and on the rise of Zionism, in- 
cluding the events which have led to the 
present Middle-East crisis, are also espe- 
cially beneficial. He gives a brilliant 
analysis of the eternal conflict between 
the Arabs and the Jews, which makes

the timely book of exceptional value.

MINISTER’S LIBRARY HANDBOOK, 
by Jay J. Smith, W. A. Wilde Co., 148 
pages, $2.50 

It is always a little disappointing to 
see in a minister’s library an odd assort- 
ment of unused, unexplored, ill-arranged 
volumes. What a tragic waste! Many 
ministers are discouraged in building 
their own library, because it is so easy 
to spend good money on bad books; 
therefore, they somehow accumulate a 
few volumes according to some notion 
of the moment and then let them lie 
around fallow and unyielding. This 
should not be. 

Books are like fertile fields; they yield 
fruit in proportion to the attention they 
are given and the use to which they are 
put. Many a sermon could have been 
helped by some point of information that 
lay unnoticed, unknown and unused at 
the preacher’s fingertips, somewhere 
hidden and undiscovered in his dusty 
pile of wasted books. 

This pleasant little volume is designed 
to correct many of these faults. It is a 
guide for the classifying, collecting and 
using of a minister’s library, whether it 
consists of five or ten volumes or five or 
ten thousand. It will prove beneficial to 
anyone who wants his library to bear 
greater fruit through better cultivation. 
Most phases of book collection and use 





are discussed, including the names and 
addresses of the major, new and used, 
bookdealers and publishers in America. 


OUTLINES OF CHURCH HISTORY, 


by Rudolf Sohm, translated by May 
Sinclair, Beacon Press, paper bound, 
260 pages, $1.95 

Don’t be misled by the title. This is 
more than a book of abbreviated outlines 
of church history. It is a brilliant history 
of the Christian movement, scholarly and 
perceptively written. I am amazed that a 
work of such compass could be contained 
in only 250 pages. 

Dr. Sohm produced the Outline in 
German in 1895, yet its vigor and 
precision have not suffered by either 
time or translation. While it is indeed 
short, the history is well filled in with 
detail and interpretation, and is by no 
means a sketchy or incoherent framework 
of dry facts. Here is life and substance. 

In a new introduction to this reprint 
edition, James Luther Adams says “I t in- 
duces the reader to ask some typically 
Protestant questions about Christian 
faith and about the relations between 
Christianity and culture, and between 
Christianity and society.” Dr. Sohm’s 
dynamic and flowing style induces 
thought and not merely the noting of 


facts. 


A TREASURY OF STORIES, ILLUS- 
TRATIONS, EPIGRAMS, QUOT A- 
TIONS FOR MINISTERS AND 
TEACHERS, by Herbert V. Prochnow, 
W. A. Wilde Co., 141 pages, $2.00 

A FAMILY TREASURY OF INSPIRA- 
TION AND FAITH, by Herbert V. 
Prochnow, W. A. Wilde Co., 121 
pages, $2.00 

Despite their different titles, these two 
books are essentially the same. They are 
both random assortments of short unre- 
lated paragraphs, compilations of illus- 
trations, anecdotes, quotations, poems 
and epigrams. The first is arranged 
particularly for ministers and the sec- 
ond for the family, but their content is 
so similar that they could be inter- 
changed without notice or loss. 

These are books in which to browse 
when the reader is relaxing rather than 
reading seriously; yet, the reading can 
be very profitable, for many a nugget of 
gold is tucked away in their pages. They 
are worthy books of assorted illustrative 
material, of particular help to the 
preacher, teacher or youth leader.
